car companies. The automobile and motor bus 
have cut into their field enormously, and La 
Crosse is no exception to the rule that fares 
have had to be raised to allow them to keep 
their heads above water with the reduced traf- 
fic and increased overhead.

R. H. G. WELLS, author of "The Outline of 


History" and many other things, includ- 


ing a sizable library of novels, has a new idea 
about how to bring about world peace.

Perhaps he got his hunch 
from Mussolini's conference with Spain look- 
ing toward an association of Latin peoples. It 
is Mr. Wells' idea that, since national bound- 
aries are not identical with racial boundaries, 
when governments get together there is a fail- 
ure to understand 
each other and 
perhaps 


there are conflicts within the domains of one or 
more of the governments. He believes that a 
common language is the best basis of a common 
understanding. 
The Latin peoples, including 


South America, with .something 
akin in in- 


stincts and traditions, and generally a common 
language, could understand each other 
and 


work together. So could the English speaking 
peoples. 
And these and other racial groups, 


..serving as units, could get together, guided by 
their own ambitions and traditions, and with- 
out the confusion created when governmental 
foreign policies are injected into a broad ques- 
tion like world peace. 


It sounds good, but we might find in each 


group the intrusion of government aspiration 
to control that group. 
We might find it even 


more difficult for an all-Latin group to work 
harmoniously with an all-English and an all- 
Germanic group over the 
problem of peace 


We might find that when classified in racial 


. groups the instinct to war was increased. 
At 


any rate, there are the governments to work 
with, and there is no racial unity with which 
to work. This job of peace, or at least its be- 
ginning, is a job for today, and must be clone 
with today's tools.
